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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


Dear Fellow Missourians: 

Missouri’s general revenue receipts increased in January 1985 by 11.83 per- 
cent over receipts for January of 1984. Current year-to-date figures show general 
revenue at $1,455,296,141 over last year’s $1,266,852,922. 

At this point in the fiscal year, we are ahead of the Governor's projections. 
However, we expect a cooling-off period in revenue collections because administra- 
tive changes have resulted in accelerated payments during the first part of this 
fiscal year. A drop in revenue collections is expected next month because the state 
already has received the money that would have been paid in February under the 
old collection schedules. 

Sales tax receipts showed the highest growth rate for January with an 
increase of 22.67 percent. Collections for January 1985 totaled $119,774,685. The 
amount collected in January 1984 was $100,395,232. Sales tax shows an annual 
growth rate of 13.32 percent. Current totals show $545,004,362 collected for sales 
tax. By the same time last year $480,944,639 had been collected. 

Receipts for individual income tax increased by 19.3 pecent. January 1985 
collections totaled $119,774,685 over $100,395,232 for January 1984. For the year, 
individual income tax collections show a growth of 14.80 percent at $626,159,604 
over last year’s total of $545,429 935. 

Corporate income tax showed the smallest growth rate of 3.45 percent. Re- 
ceipts for the month were $9,418,495 over the January 1984 receipts of $9,103,923. 
However, year-to-date corporate income tax collections are up 17.55 percent with 
$94,362,977 over last year’s $80,276,627. 

The only area showing a decline is the “‘all other sources of income” category 
which is down 382.2 percent for the month. Receipts for January 1985 are 
$19,394,045 which is considerably under the 1984 monthly total of $28,601,372. 
However, collections for the year are up by 18.47 percent with $189,769,198 over 
last year’s $160,201,721.
